Breeding Dairy Cows For
Fall Freshen Has Num-
erous *‘Advantages

A dairy cuw will give about 20 per
cent, or one fifth, more milk or butter
fat if she freshens in the fall than if
she freshens in the spring sayé C. A.
Division of
Extension, University of Tennessee.
Many other sdvantages gained by hav.
ing the dairy cow freshen in the fall are
pointed out by Mr, Hutton which are
given below,

If tbe cow ia fresh in October or
November she will milk well thru the
winter and when turoed on pasture in
the spring the succulent grasses stimu-
late produetion thua keeping up the
yield until the hot, dry seamson when
flies are so bad.

The greatest yield is obtained during
the winter when the price of dairy pro-
ducts is the bighesf, Dairy products
bring the farmer about a third more
money in winter than in summer,

More time I8 ayailable for dairy work
during the winter when there is lces
field work to do, The winter dairyman
hes @ better bslanced labor program
than the summer dairyoan, and is bel-
ter able to meet the furm labor pro-
blem. '

Calves dropped in the full thrive bet-
ter than those dropped in the spring,
and are ready to take csre of them-
selves wheo turned loto paeture in the
spring,

The average gestation period for the
cow is 282 days, October and Novem
ber are good months for dairy cows to
freshen, Cows fred _in Junuary and
February will fréshen in October and
November.

Size of Gardens Has Effect
on Methods

This is the time of year when maoch
thought is being giveén the garden by
both farmers and many people in the
citles, and in this connection they should
remember that the siz2 of the garden
should bave s definite effect on the
gardening methods used. <This is based
on the experience of gardeners who
have worked both emall and large-areas,

Tha distivetion holds betw2en Lhegar-
denof limited ares snd the farm garden
den one seeks the greatest possinle pro.
daetion from a given area, the other
maximum prodaction from s given &
mount of time and labor.

The gardener who has plenty of land
ut his disposal will do well te have long
straight rows spaced for enough apart
for horse cultivation, or st least for
easy wheel-hoe work, snd he need give
little attention to the connservation of
space by intereropping and succession
cropping.

The gardener whose land is limited,
however, and whose leisure bours are
reintively plentiful may be an inten-
sive gardear,

He will have his soil a8 fertile as
poseible, space the rows closely, aud
try to follow une crop by another the
same year. Radisbes grown be
tween rows of my parsnips or car-
rots, will be gone before the latter
crop need the space. Lettuce may be
grown between cabbage rows and even
beteen cabbage pianta in the row, On
jon seta may be thrust ioto the ground
| wherever there is & vacant space and
used early as green ooions, Peas and
early turnips may be removed in time

VALUE OF COTTON
SEED AS FERTILIZER

Seed for Fertilizers Not Eco-
nomic, Says Authority.

Atlanta, Ga. — February. — It would
be a mistake to use cotton seed as
tertilizer, as some farmers are talking
of doing, according to J. N. Harper,
several years Iin experiment station
work & the South, and now director of
the Soil Improvement Committee. Con-
tinuing he says:

“It would be a mistake for two rea
sons: First, the South would be de
prived of a great wealth producing
substance—cottonseed ofl; and sec
ond, cotton seed are not the best form
of fertilizer to apply.

“On the first point, while it is un-
fortunate that the vegetable oll market
is off and the oil miller cannot offer
what the seed are really worth,
better to accept what the mill
afford to give than to allow the oil to
be destroyed when it I8 needed so
much especlally in starving Europe.

“To use cotton Beed as a fertilizer
is to throw away the oll of the seed,
for oll is not plant food; in fact, it is
belleved that it will retard plant
growth.

“Cotton seed contain plant food, but
when®the seed are applied, it is not
possible to scatter it so as to feed
the crop properly. It puts the plant
food on the land il lumps as repre
sented by the seed.

_ “It takes the seed a long time to
Fdocay and become plant food. In faet,
no great amount of the plant food in
cotton seed is ever actually used by
the crop. As evidence of this, we ecite
Farmers' Bulletin 28§ of the United
Btates Department of Agriculture, page
8, from which we quote: “The seede
are Incased in hulla. which mnst de
cay before the crop can utilize the
plant food in them, and the kernels
contain oll which s supposed to retard
their decompogition, so that consider
able moisture is required to decompose
the seed and make available the plant
food. In case of a very dry season,
ft does not become avaflable fast
enongh to supply the crop, and mo
doubt a portion of It falls to become
agallable until after the crop matures.’

“A tableon page 9 of this bulletin
ghowe that a difference of 303 Ibe
of seed cotton per acre In favor of
cotton seed meal as compared with
cotton seed, was obtained In a test
where twice as much cotton seed was
used as meal

“South Carolina Experiment Station
tests and tests of four other southern
states show that a pound of a well
balanced mized fertilizer will produce
a pound and more of seed cotton. A
test in Alabama shows that It took
$ pounds of cotton seed to produce a

SUCCESSFUL. FARNER
TELLS HOW HE ROTATES
* CROPS AND GETS RESULTS

John Hitch of Blunt County S8ays No
Man Should Undertake To Farm
Without Good System of Rota
tion—Live Stock Play Im-
portant Part

John Hiteh, of Bldunt county, s one
of the wost successful farmers In Ten-
nessee, Hundreds of farmers from
surrounding communiiles and coup-
tles visit his form each year to study
his methods of rotatfon and to see his
gplendid crops and Hvestock.

Last year when the East Tennessce
Farmers' Conventlon held its annual
meeting he addressed the farmers on
the subject of “Livestock and Crop
Rotatlon.”

Mr. Hitch stated that he started out
with o smaoll farm, & feeling that farme
Ing wasn't & dumpleg ground but an
indusiry made up of real meén engaged
In a great business, and an ambition
to be a good farmer, His farm had a
lot of gullles and wost of It was very
poor, he sald, 8o he saw at once that he
must do something to lmprove thg soll
and at the swne thne stop the washe
ing. He sald he knew that manuvre
would bulld up the land so he planned
a system of crops conducive to lves
slock farming. More land was bought,
incrensing the size of hig farm to 160
acres which was divided into seven
flelds of equal slze. .

After trying out several different
rofations for & period of ten years he
finally settled on the followlng sys
tem: Two years clover and grass;
one year corn; one year wheat and as
soon a8 wheat is taken off, prepare
ground, manure, lime and sow barley;
then back to clover and grass,

Mr. Hitch stated that this rotation

sults him better as it glves more lels
ure, does not require too much plow
ing, leaves plenty of roots and vege
table matter to keep the land from
washing and gives an opportunity foe
liming the soll. He sald that lvestock
played an importaut part In his rotse
tdon. When he first started: farming,
he stated that he dld not keep much
livestock, but soen he bought some biil
land on which cattle were kept during 4
the summer, bringing tham to the farm
for the winter. He says that more
feedl means more cattle on his farm |
and that cattle makes 1t possible to
grow more {eed.
According to Mr. Hitch, no man
ought to undertake to farm in Tennes-
e without a well halanced system of
furming and by this he means the
growing of several différent crops 1o
rofations for Hvestock production.

His advise to the Tennessee farm-
ers Is to cut the farm Into fields of
equal‘sinwe, rotate crops, keep the kind
of livestock best sulted 'to existing
conditions and keep at It. By doing
this he says the farmer will make &
living and his family wili be content
ed and happy.

In reference to the East Tennessee
Farmers' Convention Mr. Hitch stated
that It had done more for the develops
ment of agriculture than any other on
| ganization in Bast Tennessee and that
it had been a great heip to him. He
urged the farmers to aftend the con-
vention each year as well as other
farmers’ meetings and take howme from |
them the many lessons and pot them |
into practice. By doing this Mr, Hitch |
|u.hl that Tennesses could be made to

Reducing The Cost

_——s —

Those who have been able to lake ad.
vantage of every good plowing day in
Jaouary bave been taking effective
steps toward reducing the cost of this
yesr's crops. This is true for several
reasons. Early plowing will give plenty
of time for the raing tosettle the ground
and give a firm seed bed at planting
time. Early plowing distribates the
work better giving more work In the
early months and less work right at
planting sesson, Thus it is possible to
get crops pianted more nearly oo time,
But one of the greatest advantages of
early plowing is that by it we turn un-
der stalks, grass, weeds, or any bumus-
building material in time for them
to start rotting by plantiog time,
To meny, the effect of each of these ad-
vantages may appear negligible, Yet
it is & fact that each of them cootrib-
tutes directly or indirectly'to reducing
the cost of meking = crops. The fem
pead bed insures better germination and
s more rapid growth for the younyg erop.
G oating wll crops planted in dussesson
usially makes them more certain in
productivo, Turning under suelks,.
grass, and seeds in time for rotting to
pe well started by plantiog time as-
sures more plant food for the crop
snd  therefore more pounds or
more busbels of the crop, It lea
sens somewhat the danger of the in-
torference of the old stalks in workiog

weeda turned under jast before planting
time will u:ually prevent the passage of
soil molstare from below to the sarface
Iayer to where the plants sre growing.
It is necessary that such crops be turn-
¢l under esrly enough to permit partial
decay before the dry westher sets in.
